STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Newport, qualified to 
vote in Town affairs: You are hereby notified and warned to 
meet at the Town Hall in said Town of Newport, on the second 
Tuesday of March, next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act 
upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect a Selectman for a term of three 
years; to elect a Town Treasurer and a Town Clerk for the en- 
suing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To elect three delegates to the state Consti- 
tutional Convention. 


ARTICLE 3. To elect a Member of the Trust Fund Com- 
mission for three years, one Water and Sewer Commissioner 
for three years, one Cemetery Commissioner for three years, a 
Collector of Taxes, Road Agent, and all other Officers, Auditors, 
Agents and Committees necessary for the Town Business. 


ARTICLE 4. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Town 
Treasurer, Auditors and Committees heretofore chosen and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 5. To raise and appropriate such sums of 


money aS may be necessary for the payment of Town Charges 
for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 6. To raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the payment of Town Officers’ 
Salaries and Expenses of the Municipal Court, and Mainte- 


nance of the Town Hall, and Election and Registration Ex- 
penses. 


ARTICLE 7. To raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the payment of the Town Debt, 
and defraying the Interest thereon for the year ensuing, and 
pass any vote relating thereto.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Your Health Officer submits the following report, for the 
town of Newport, for the year ending Jan. 31, 1930: 

There were reported during the year fifty-six cases of scar- 
let fever, six cases of diphtheria, twenty-one cases of measles, 
nineteen cases of chicken-pox and seventeen cases of whooping- 
cough. The doctors reported treating eleven cases of venereal 
diseases. 

The scarlet fever epidemic during the past three months 
was the most persistent we have encountered for many years. 
The principal reason for the persistence of the fever was its 
comparative mild nature. It is our belief that there were many 
cases that were never reported or quarantined, as the parents 
did not recognize the nature of the child’s disease until it began 
to peel, and then the danger was over. In some instances the 
children were in school with the disease and had to be sent 
home. Scarlet fever is contagious when the child is first taken 
sick. That is the danger period. The germs are living and mul- 
tiplying in the fevered membrane of the nose and throat. Se- 
cretions from these parts are most dangerous. The disease is 
spread from one person to another. The fact is—the bacteria 
which cause the disease do not thrive outside the human body. 
If any fall on paper, chairs, tables, etc. they die because they 
are promptly dried up. Currents of air and rays of light assist 
in the process of destruction. 

Last year we had comparatively few cases of diphtheria. 
In this regard, at this time, we should use the agencies at hand 
to combat this disease before it comes amongst us again in epi- 
demic form. Diphtheria has not taken the mild form now ex- 
hibited in scarlet fever. The toxin anti-toxin treatment immu- 
nizes children from this disease and we should at once take 
steps to organize a clinic for the coming spring months. It 
should be especially among the children of pre-school age. In a 
number of communities they have carried on an intensive cam- 
paign against diphtheria and it has been completely eradicated. 

In the case of venereal diseases there is a problem for the 
town, county or state to solve. The cases are reported and if 
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the patient has not the funds to pay for treatment, and it is ex- 
pensive, the town must pay the bill. In some cases the infect- 
ed persons when notified leave town for parts unknown, to 
spread the infection elsewhere. There should be some public 
institution to which these cases could be sent for treatment, to 
protect the public. At the present time there is no place to take 
care of them. 

We arranged for four tubercular clinics during the year, 
which were well attended. Most satisfactory results were 
achieved, as many incipient cases being taken in time, were 
aided in building up a resistance to the infection. Patients were 
urged to cooperate with their physicians and many availed 
themselves of all the facilities for active treatment, that were 
afforded by the community. In this way the disease was ar- 
rested and did not reach the advanced stage, thus restoring to 
usefulness many who otherwise would be a burden either to 
‘their relatives or the community. 

The drinking water was tested many times and found to be 
free from contamination and pollution. It is well-known that 
the water works is being handled in an efficient manner and the 
control of the sanitation at the source of supply compares most 
favorably with the best to be found anywhere. 

Forty-three complaints were received from citizens regard- 
ing various nuisances. These were investigated and in most 
cases the matter was settled satisfactorily to the parties con- 
cerned. 

The situation along the river bank has greatly improved. 
The former unsightly condition at the Main Street bridge has 
been done away with since the people have stopped throwing 
rubbish in the river at this point. 

The general health conditions of the people of the town 
show improvement over former standards and in this the effi- 
cient work of local health nurse has been a considerable factor. 

The general milk supply was tested at three different 
times. There were many other samples sent in by different 
consumers as there was a suspicion as to their being contami- 
nated or of questionable quality. The results were satisfactory 
showing the milk was well cared for. It is a source of satisfac- 
tion that during the year no suspicion was attached to the milk 
supply ‘as a source of contagion. The state inspectors made their 
annual physical examination and no serious complaints were 
received as to local conditions.

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REPORT OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Newport: 

There is probably no public institution so much discussed 
and about which there is so small amount of real understanding 
as the Public School System. It is discussed both favorably 
and unfavorably in proportion to benefits directly derived, and 
maligned by those who have not fared so well because cond}- 
tions were such that they or theirs were unable to profit by the 
educational advantages offered.. To be sure, about one-half of 
Newport’s tax money goes for education, which speaks well for 
the progressive spirit of the town. I shall try to show in this 
report the whys and wherefores of these expenses that we may 
have definite data on which to base our conclusions as to 
whether we are doing too much, too little, or whether our ef- 
forts are justified in the light of modern demands and attained 
results. 


The superintendent’s place in Education is not an easy one, 
as he has to stand at the cross roads where is focussed every 
factor entering into the work, and to try to keep the machinery 
running smoothly in spite of the many conflicting influences. 
He must be positive in action, courageous, efficient, and with a 
will to do things on merit, in the midst of which he is bound to 
encounter obstacles. In steering such a course, it becomes nec- 
essary for him to assist in taking the School System to higher 
levels of service and utility in spite of obstacles. In doing this 
he must, by his decisions, often run counter to opinions of oth- 
ers as his work is highly specialized. In fact, probably there is 
no executive inthe commercial or industrial field who deals with 
factors more exacting and critical than those that confront the 
executive in the school field. 


The modern school superintendent not only faces his Board 
of Education, but the professional factors as well. He is watch- ° 
ed, not only in a general way by the public, but in a special way 
by them through the press, his public utterances, and often too 
much by Dame Rumor. Thus he stands between four walls, in 
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the windows of which are eyes, ears and voices to approve or 
disapprove. 


In holding such a position if one could say that the Execu- 
tive had no enemies, would be to assert that he lacked color and 
character, and was, on the whole, a nonentity. He who asserts 
himself in any important task, project, or movement, is bound 
to run counter to the opinions of other people. Such an ordeal 
is inescapable. 


Lately there appeared in the News of Cayahoga, Ohio, the 
following, in defense of the faithful School Executives: “Very 
frequently a man who has devoted the best part of his life +t») 
honest and courageous public service finds himself ruthlessly 
cast aside because he has dared to stand for principles which 
he knew to be right and in so doing has tramped upon the toes 
of some citizen or group of citizens who are seeking some spec- 
ial privilege to which they are not entitled, or maybe harboring 
small, petty grudges. All too frequently it happens that such 
individuals are able to muster sufficient strength to unseat the 
faithful public servant and replace him with someone who is 
more ready and eager to listen to the pet ideas of the would-be 
reformers, whose eventual work too often proves to be destruc- 
tive rather than constructive.” 


It does not necessarily follow, however, that the school 
superintendent who has necessarily made enemies in the faith- 
ful performance of the duties of his office is bound to become a 
victim of such enemies. He may weather the storms and reach 
the desired goal in safety. Conscientious and fearless self-as- 
sertions on the part of the executives who are on their way and 
know where they are going and how to accomplish worthy ob- 
jectives, if wisely conceived and directed, usually meet with the 
approval and support of the better elements of the community 
they are serving. The critical minority with whom nothing is 
ever right must always be as ever-present as the proverbial 
sunshine, death and taxes. 


During the past few years, I have heard many false asser- 
tions, half truths, and much speculation in a general way as to 
the cost of Education in our Schools. These statements have 
usually been to the effect that these increasing costs are large- 
ly due to the extravagance of the superintendent. I shall pre- 
sent in the following, the facts of the situation as borne out by 
the actual expenditures, the figures taken from the report of 
the School Board as submitted to the State of the school year 
as indicated.

As to the expenditure of our $75,000 budget, I might say 
that about $15,000 of this annual expenditure is for debt and 
interest and is not for current expenditures of education. This 
leaves the annual budget at about $60,000 which is about the 
figure it has stood at for the past eight years, notwithstanding 
the fact that the dollar would buy as much ten years ago as can 
be bought today for $1.66. 

Let us analyze briefly how many of the above items can be 
charged to the extravagance of the superintendent. Items, 1, 2, 
3, 4, 5, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 18, 14, 15, 16, 17, are all directly control- 
led by the School Board as part of the duties for which they 
were elected. These items comprise nearly fifty-six per cent in 
this year and more in a year in which the debt and interest item 
is normal. Number 18 for debt and interest in this abnormal 
year amounted to over thirty-eight per cent. Number 19 is a 
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‘stationary requirement and amounts to less than two per cent. 
This leaves numbers 6 and 7 or 4.87 per cent of the total bud- 
get on which the superintendent must pass judgment as the 
books used in the school and the supplies effect the educational 
product. If figured on a unit basis the books in our school 
‘would have an annual cost of nearly $2,700. We are raising 
$1,500 annually which does not indicate extravagance. It would 
seem that the charge of extravagance cannot be charged to the 
superintendent unless it can be justly made on five per cent of 
‘the total budget. 


For purposes of comparison, figures just received from the 
State Department of Education reveal the following line-up of 
expenditures for the state.

cludes text-books and supplies) as the expense is about $20 per 
pupil under the average expense for the state.

This indicates that although our high school costs $119.23 
per pupil it is far under the average cost per pupil for the 
state. We could accommodate 50 more pupils in the school 
which would materially reduce the cost per pupil still more for 
this expense. In the line-up of our grades from the first through 
the twelfth, I believe we are accomplishing all that can be ex- 
pected. The work in each grade is completely filled with the 
essentials of education for that grade. If there were weak 
structural places in the curriculum, it would show up in suc- 
ceeding grades. As it is, non-promotions in our grades have 
been reduced to a very low minimum. This is an effective way 
of reducing the cost of education as is very much discussed in 
Educational Circles today. A team chosen from the Senior Class 
in our high school last year carried off first honors at Keene 
Normal School in arithmetic. 

This should cause those who believe in the three “R’s” of 
Education to swell with pride. 

Under the wise guidance of Mr. Emerson, our High School 
is making fine progress and our pupils are being sent to college 
with a good foundation for successful college work. 

Each year sees more trained teachers in our schools which 
makes for stronger work and better prepared pupils. It has 
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been a real source of pleasure to me and I know it has been to 
the Board to have so capable a Principal at the Richards School 
as Mr. Hughes. The school has gone ahead by leaps and bounds 
under his capable leadership. The most effective way to build 
up a school system is by filling vacancies with the strongest 
available teachers when vacancies occur. 

I believe the large majority of citizens in Newport appre- 
ciate the fact that education in Newport is on a far higher 
plane today than ever before, and all this is being accomplished 
at an expense which is far below the average cost for the state. 
It is pleasing to Mr. Emerson and myself to note the splendid 
standing which our graduates are maintaining in college. Re- 
ports of the work done by our graduates come to us as a part of 
the Certification privilege which we enjoy as a fitting school. 
This privilege might be removed if we should have even a small 
number of failures in any two years. 

In bringing this report to a close permit me to thank those 
members of the Board and the citizens who have stood by with 
help and encouragement in the struggle to place our schools 
where they should be. 

With your continued support, I believe we can not only keep 
them where they are but improve them in some places without 
added financial burden.

To the inhabitants of the School District in the Town of 
Newport, qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet in the Town Hall in said 
Newport on Saturday, the eighth day of March next, at two 
o’clock in the afternoon to act on the following subjects: 


Article 1. To elect a Moderator for the ensuing year. 
Article 2. To elect a Clerk for the year ensuing. 
Article 3. To elect a member of the School Board for the 


ensuing three years. 
Article 4. To elect a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To provide for Agents, Auditors and Commit- 
tees in relation to any subject embraced in the Warrant. 


Article 6. To determine the salary of the School Board, 
District. Treasurer, District Clerk and Truant Officer and Cen- 
sus Officer and any other Officer of the District. 


Article 7. To hear the reports of the School Board, Treas- 
urer, Auditors, Officers and Committees, heretofore chosen or 
appointed and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 8. To see what action, if any, the District will 
take regarding funding of any part or all of its outstanding 
indebtedness and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 9. To see what sum or sums of money the District 
will vote to raise and appropriate in addition to that required 
by law for the support of schools and for the payment of other 
obligations for the ensuing year. 


Article 10. To see what sum or sums of money the Dis- 
trict will vote to raise and appropriate for buildings as the 
needs of the District may require, provide suitable furniture 
and apparatus and needful conveniences therefor and pay for 
the insurance of the property of the District from loss by fire
